THE ELECTION LAW. 


Nevada Statesmen Leave 


Ambiguous. 


It Somewhat 


A pamphlet cai'tifttd to by the Secretary 


of State as being a full, true and correct 
copy of the existing statutes in relation to 
registration and election in the Statft of 
Nevada, as the same appears in the enrolled 
Acts on file in bis office, has been received 
by the County Clerk for distribution 
among the several inspectors of election. 
Section 2 of an Act relating to elections, 
page 11 of this pamphlu', eajs, among 
other things: 


"It shall »lso be the duty of said Boards 


of Commissioners, at their first regular 
meeting in October preceding each general 
election (and fifteen days preceding each" 
special election), to appoint three capable 
and discreet persons, possessing the quali- 
fication! of electors (who shall not all be 
of the same political party), to act as 
inspectors of election at each election pre- 
cinct; and the Clerk of said Board shall 
forthwith make.and deliver to said iuspec- 
ors personally, notice thereof in writing or 
deposit the same in the postof&ae, regis- 
ared and postage prepaid, directed to tV.e 
X«giatry Agent of the precinct for whiola 
each of said inspector!, is appoiuted, and it 
shall ba the duty of tha Registry Agents, 
within tea dajs after the receipt tbereoF, 
10 serve the same apun eacb of said inspec- 
ts of election." Section 4 of the Act 
reads: 


'It shall bo the duty of the Bo ird of 


jounty Commissioners looinss their dorks 
o furnish the Sheriff with poll bookR, who 
ihall deliver the same to one o£ the In- 
jectors at every election precinct iu the 
iounty, at the titne of serving the notices 
in said Inspectors, at least one day before 
he time of holding any election."
